For the Senate, the lame duck session will mark the end 
of 26 years of Democratic control.

MISSION, Kan. (UPI) - The NCAA announced Tues- 
day that the University of Oklahoma has been repri- 
manded by the organization's Committee on Infractions 
because of recruiting violations and Illegal financial aid 
within the Sooners' football and track programs. * - 

The NCAA said the action, however, would not affect 
the university's eligibility for postseason competition or 
television appearances In either sport. 

"Although the violations were Isolated In nature and did 
not represent a pattern of improper conduct, the com- 
uin tee f e l t that a public penaity^as-requlred-peeause^n — I 
some Instances members of the football coaching staff 
were fully aware that their actions were contrary lo 
NCAA legislation," said Charles Alan Wright, chairman 
of the NCAA Committee on Infractions. 

The committee said It had found violations with the 
Sooners' programs related to "principals governing 
recruiting and "theadmlnlstratlon of financial aid."

A woman peeking over my shoulder 
tn Lbe dentist's office, where I was 
reading "Consuming Passions," 
seemed slightly scandalized by Its 
title:

nature, I wondered If I was being fair 
to-tbe authors, Sedate? Eating, they 
say r ts-lnUmatEly-conn ect ed wi t h aex ^— 
roles. Indeed, they throw In a number 
of spicy anecdotes to prove the point, 
although one of them could bring on 
nausea. 

Generally, however, "Consuming 
-Passions— is- a -readable and-enter- — 
Laining examination of the food habits 
of man, what we eat and why. Filled 
with Item after Item of cocktail party- 
one-liners (about 12- "facts" per 
page), the book Is ra-ta-taloullle pop . 
.. a minl-"GoIden Bough" of that - 
which Is swallowed. If not digested. 
Rather fun. 

Alas, the authors' subtitle, "The 
tothropology of Eating," Implies a 
scientific rationale. This heavy 
breathing poses a problem to the 
casual reader: In anthropology, 
where opinion still reigns supreme, 
what ts "scientific" and what Is not?— 
Both authors have Impressive 
credentials: Before his death early 
this year, Farb was helping prepare, 
"The Human Experiment, A Tex- 
tbook of Anthropology," while 

Arroelagos_ts a^professor_ln_that 

discipline. 

However, can the authors really 
bold that when the anthropologist 
finds out where; when and with whom 

he has eaten. "Just_about everything 

else can be Inferred about the rela- 
tions among the society's members?" 
Their method Is to ransack an-

Inlhls 
section, facts and figures fly 
particularly fast and furious. But does 
one have to accept that the "taste 
buds (of the elderly) have withered," 
and that their "palates are Jaded"? 
Or that "the elderly.. tend to eat 
progressively less," when this "In----: 
formation" Is Immediately followed 
by the admission that "food habits 
may, however, be difficult to main- 
tain In old age If one Is poor, as old 
pcoplegenerallyare"? 

On certain occasions, Farb the 
ecological crusader comes to lbe fore. 
And for good reason, although his

Making it ts a real project, not for 
the fainthearted Moreover, there is 
no practical way to make a little 
Christmas pudding. In the Marsh, 
househcJdwe ended up with e nough 
for three Christnuis'dlrinersiEnd'gave 
puddings away to Mends who bad 
acquired a taste for them. 

"The following recipe la cut down. It 
will make one very large pudding or 
two or three smaller ones, depending 
on the size of the pudding molds or 
basins you use. The English recipe is 
given In weights, and I offer these for 
those who have a kitchen scale.

.JEROME — Yellowstone National 
Park may seem a little nicer next 
summer because of work completed 
by a group of Jerome men. 

A year ago. Valley Utilities or 
Jerome was awarded a 11.3 million 
contract to construct a cul Inary water 
system forCanyon Village Inside the 
park. Depending on the weather, this 
project will-be completed in a few 
more weeks. 

" "Canyon Village consists -primarily 
of a resort lodge, service station and a 
park service dormitory. With the new 
astern, wate r from Ye llowstone, 
JUver nearby will provide domestic 
water needs for the tiny hamlet. 

Valley Utilities employs a 20-man 
crew at the work site, Including 17 
men from the Jerome-Wendell area, 
according to company treasurer Mike 
_Rasch. 



Company owner David Ross said 
there haven't been any major pro- 
blems except when tourist traffic this 
summer halted work on some of the 
water distribution system. 

"Part of the contract with the U.S. 
Park Service called Tor doing the 
trenching before June 1 or alter Sept. 
1, to keep from disrupting travel 
through the heavily visited national 
park, Ross explained. 

During the 1980 tourist season, Ross 
said crews worked on the water 
treatment plant and a GO.OOO-gallon 
water storage tank looted near the 



center of the small community. 

The Jerome crew also dug and 
blasted a hole In bedrock along the 
Yellowstone River so a purnphouse 
and an Intake pipe could be built. A&A 
Construction, also of Jerome, poured 
the concrete foundation for the pum- 
phouse this fall, Ross said.
